The king continues to muake satisfactory
progress, He slept some hours durlng the
Mday, He complaing very llttle of his
comfort and is more cheerful. The wound
is doing well.

London, June 25.—<Mlidnight—King
Edward's condition tonight is even more
gatisfaclory thun has been indicated
by the last bulletin, He has made a
decided Improvement, and the feeling
al Buckingham Palace is very hopeful.
His majesty is able to take nourish-
ment. He had scrambled eggs and a
little hock and soda this evening and
with his own hands he opened several
telegrams,

The bulletin lssued at 11 o'clovk to-
night Is regarded as intensely satis-
factory. This bulletin is generally
taken as heing the HArst ocveasion upon
whieh the king's doctors have allowed
themselves to express, even to i small
degree, the hopeful reelings they un-
doubtedly, even though privately, en-
tertain,  Thirty-¢ix hours have now
elapsed since the operation wias pere
formed, and the absence of complica-
tlons c¢rentes hopefulness in all quar-
ters, although, as has been frequently
euld in these dispatches, several days
must pass before the possibllity of dan-
gor can be eliminated.

Notwithstanding the fact that this is

- 1he eve of the hutended coronation, and
that London Ig now even mote crowded
with people than it was yesterday, the
geenecd wilnessed on the streets to-
night were In marked and nleasant
contrast with those ol Tuesiday even-
ing. The reckless rejoicing which was
then =0 diggracefully prominent, was
quite unheard tonight. Traflic pursued
itz way unimpeded, and even the most

popular thoroughfares were comparias
tively deserted.
Quirt and depressed, the c¢rowds

vaited outside Buckingham palace for
‘he night's final news of the sovereign.
For egeveral hours they kept their pa-
dent vighl, wandering almlessly, but
with palpable anxiety, about the open
epice which fronts the royal residencve,
For some reason or another, a feeling
pervaded Lthe vrowds that if the king
lived until tonight he would llve to be
crowned,

Ingide the palace all was still,. Queen
Alexmndra, who had been in the vicinity
of the slek room the entive day, dined
with o few members of the roval fam-
ily. The gallers who came to the pal-
uee n the course of the evening con-
tented themselves with delving up to
the ouier gates, where they alighted
and walked In to inguire at the equer-
ries' entrance for the latest  news,
There they met only liverled servants
and small Knots of reporters,

With the exceptlon of these callers
and the noblemen who have the entree
to the court, everybody was rigidly ex-
cluded from the palace by the police,

Opinion from the Queen.

Report Postponed Until Next
Session—Satisfactory to
Mr. Quay.

Washington, June 25.—In a few min-
utes today the senate disposed for this
sesslon of the omnibus statehood ques-
tion, *which has been pending for sev-
eral days, Mr. Beveridge, of Indiana,
chalrinan of the committee on territor-
fes, announced that u report on the bill
before the committee would be made on
the third day of the next sesslon. This
was sutlsfactory to Mr. Quay (Pa.),
who, after securing an agreement that
the committee's report should be the
unfinizhed business on and after De-
cember 10, until it was disposed of,
withdrew his motlgn to discharge the
commilttes from further consideration
of the measure. After Mr. MeCumber
(North Dakota) had discussed the pend-
ing pure food bill . and Mr. Gallinger
{(North Carolina) had delivered an ex-
tended argument to show that the pres-
ent prosperity of the country was due
to the operations of the Dingley tarvift
law, the seniate took up the cialendar
und passed @ large number of bills of
minor importance.

The confercnce report on the army
appropriation bill was agreed to, thus
passing that measure and ellminating
the friction which hus existed belween
the two houses over It, -

The Philippine civil government bill

wis thrown open to amendment in the'

house today. Very slow progress wus
made, only 15 of the 50 pages of the bill
being completed, By an amendment
offered by Mr. Bartlett (Georgia)
cases involving the construction of the
vonstitution can be appealed from the
Supreme court of the fslands to the Su-
preme court of the 1'nited Stutes, and
by another offered by Mr. Littlefield
{Maine), one corporation in the jslands

HURRICANE
IN INDIANA

Storm Sweeps Section Cover=-
ing Hundreds of Miles.
Two Persons Killed.

Indlanapolls, June 25 —The entire
north central portlon of Indlana wasa
visited today by one of the most disas-
trous storms that ever swept over the
state,

The storm swept sections covering
hundreds of miles, extending from Hane-
cock county into Hamilton and Boone
countles, and dolng muclt damage In
Tippecanoe and adjucent countles,
Madlison county also felt its fury.

Hundreds of buildings were razed,
thousands of trees were unrooted and
now blockade highways, rallways and
traction lines, crops utterly rulned,
causing a loss estimated at nearly
£2,000,000 and fifty persons were more
or less injured.

But two deaths have been reported.
James Van Hoy, who was caught in
the ruins of a collapsed barn, near
Pendleton, and James Balley, who was
killed by flying timhers at McCords-
ville, were the victims.

The courge of the storm was south-

MR. PATTISON
NOMINATED

Selected for a Third Time as
Democratic Gandidate tor
Governor.

GEORGE W. GUTHRIE
FOR LIEUT. GOVERNOR

James Nolan Is Nominated for Sec-
retary of. Internal Affairs—The
State Gathering at Erie an Ideal
Democratic Convention—The Po-
lice Called in to Restore Order.
Mr. Garman, of Wilkes-Barre, Is
Greeted with Hisses and Jeers
The Eerr Delegates from Phila-
delphia Leave the Convention Hall
on the Nomination of Mr, Patti-
son—The Platform Adopted.

By Exclusive Wire from The Assoclated Press,
Erie, Pa,, June 26.—For the third time
In twenty years, ex-Governor Robert
2, Pattison, of Phlladelphia, was nomli-
nated for governor of Pennsylvania to-
day by the Democratle state conven-
tion. George W, Guthrie, of Pittsburg,
was the unanimous cholce of the con-
vention for llentenant-governor, James
Nolun, of Reading, was nominated by
acclamation for secretary of internal
affulrs, The platform makes no refer-
ence to natlonal questions, which indl-
cates that the campalgn will be made
strictly on state Issues. Pattison was
first nominated at Huarrisburg In 1882,
He was nominated again at Scranton
In 1890. Both timesg he was elected. His
most formlidable rival in today's con-

ventlon * was ex-Congressman James
Kerr, of Clearfleld, who was chairman
of the Democratic stute committee in
Pattison's second campaign, Pattison
appeared before the conventlon and
made a brief speech of acceptance, The
real contest in the conventlon was on
the question of the representation from
Philadelphia, Sixty delegates were
elected, but State Chalrman Willlam
T, CQreasy ruled that county was en-
titled to only twenty-nine. The chalr-
man’'s ruling was sustalned by the ere-
dentlals committee and also by the
convention. During the debate on this
question, the spectators in the galleries
interrupted John M. Garman, of Lu-
zerne, with hisses and jeers, The police
were cialled in by the sergeant-at-arms
to restore order, With the exception
of three, all the Philudelphia delega-
tion voted for Kerr, and left the hall
after Pattlson's nominatlon.

The convention wuas called to order
at 12.40 by State Chairman Creasy, A.
B. Oshorne, of Erle, was elected tem-
porary chalrman. In accepting this
honoy, he made a brief speech,

While the standing committees were
In sesslon a recess of two hours was
taken, the convehtlon reassembled at 4
o'clock and was in session until 7.20.

Bobert E. Wright Chirman,

The ¢ommittee on permanent organi-
zatlon suggested Robert E. Wright, of
Allentown, for permanent chulrman,
He was elected by acclamation,

John B, Keenan, of Westmoreland,
presented the report of the credentials
ctommittee which decided the contest In
the Fifth and Sixth Luzerne districts,
the PFirst Schuylkill distriet and the
Twentieth Philadelphlia distriet in fa-
vor of sitting delegates, The contest
from the Twenty-sixth Philadelphla
distriet was declded in favor of the con-
testant, Hugene G, Bonniwell, Mr.
Keenan also reported that & motion
brought before the commitiee to grant
n representation of sixty delegates to
Phlladelphia was decided in the nega-
tive,

A minority report wuas proa!‘lll;‘d by
ex-Judge James Gay Gordon, of Phila-
delphla, in the form of a resolution that
Philadelphli be accorded i representa-
tlon of sixty delegates. Mpr, Gordon
siald that at the last election in Phila-
delphia county 102,000 votes were cast
for the Democratic state candidates,
Corny and Yerkes., This was the larg-
est Democratle vote ever cast in Phlla-
delphla for any Democratic candidute
for any office since Philadelphia has
been in exlstence.

Mr. Garman said Philadelphla ought
not to have more than twenty-nine
delegittes in the convention, and that it
was a question whether or not the
Democyruts of that vounty should not be
kicked out of & Democratic convention,
If they want o large representation in
the convention, let them vote the
ptralght Democratie tleket and not a
hybrid Republican tleket.

This closed the diseussion, and the
majority report of the committee was
adopted by a vote of 220 to 9.

The Nominations,

The roll was then called for the noml-
nation of vandidutes for governor, In
presenting Pattison's name, ¥Frank J,
Fitzalmmons, of Lackawanna, said:

wonitl purity of churucter In private and
publie life.

Kerr's name was presented by ex-
Judge Gordon, who said that the nomi-
nee of the convention should be one
whose public or private ‘record needs
no defense, Kerr has four thousand
minrs in his employ, not one of whom
ever struck in all their .employment by
him. The United Mine Warkers have
adopted resolutions promising to sup-
port him If he is nominated. Kerr ls
no demagogue; he is no pretender;
everything about him Is real and
strong. He needs no organized mob
behind him to support him and no
combination of leaders to nominate
him. His friends do not ask that he
be nominated because he could elect
members of the legislature In certain
districts or elect county officers in cer-
tain counties. They ask that he be
nominated because he can be eclected
governor, and for that reason only.

The nomination was seconded by ex-
Judge David L. Krebs, of Clearfield.

The nominations cloged. Mr, Pattl-
gon was nominated on the first ballot,
He recelved 220% votes: WKerr was
given 5214: Guthrie, 32, and Woodward,
4, Absent or not voting, 3.

W. J. Breen, of Venango, nominated
Mr. Guthrie for lleutenant governor,
The nomination was made by acelamas-
tion, Mr., Nolan was named for secre-
tary of Internal affalrs by W. J. Bren-
nan, of Allegheny, and he wuas also
nominated by acclamation.

by the erew of publie plunderers who
have eeclzed upon your state, who In
the name of a great pollilenl party,
have prostituted all the purposcs and
powersa of government to their own en-
richment,

An honest adminlatra-
tion will assure the business interests of
the state absolute exemption from Lhe
forced levies of political parties and
lenders,

Officers of corporntions shall no longer
he compelled to use the money of thelr
stockholders In lavish econtributions to
the corruption fund of political parties,
their managers and office-seekers,

To the people of the state we promise
erqual and just laws, pure and economli-
cal administration and an invitation to
public positions of pure, honorable, up-
right and ahle men, to take the places
of the scurvy politiclans who now dia-
grace the stute. We denounce those who
control the Republican organization for
thelr refusal to Culfill thelr party pledge
to give ballot reform to our people. In
ita formal platform In 1800 it solemnly
promised this reform. 8e clear was the
pledge that the senior senator from Penn-
sylvanii himsell declared In writing that
If the Republlean orgunization falled 10
dischaurge this obligation it would sink
finilly Into merlted Infamy.

While we concede to
capltal its right to lile ulmost protec-
tion guaranteed it by the constitution
and the laws, we declare it as the cons
victlon of this convention that labor alse
has the right to that protection which
comes through orvgunizittion and union.
AVe belleve thut labor nnlons orginmze
for the bhetterment of the condition of
the wuge-carners, acting within the lm-
Its of the lnw and not subservive of pule
He ordor nre not only not lnwful,but ¢ome-
mondable, amnd should be met, recognizod
and dealt with aceordingly. The vight of
Inbor to organise within these limits is
ny gacred ad any right of person o prop.
erty, IFor the ovils under which Pennp-
sylvania suffers, the Reopublican organis
ziullon suggests no remedy. Its plutform
is ahsolutely barren of reference to them,
It neither aftirms nor denles thelr exist-
ence and promisss no change.

AL the dictation of & boss, supported by
i machine-mivdo  delogation representing
nothing but the will of another hoss, it
has nominited o candidate for governor
who offers no promlae of reform. This
candidute has solemnly and deliberptely
declurod, that the senlor senator from
Pennsylvanin *'falls in no duty:  thae
the ervitieisin has followed him is  but
further evidence of his veal greatness;

SOFT COAL MEN
AT HEADQUARTERS

Delegations from Michigan and Ohio
Are in Conference with President
Mitchell at Wilkes-Barre—Much
Bpeculation as to the Attitude of
the Bituminous Miners Regarding
a General Strike—It Is Believed
That the Ohio Men Will Approve
a Tie Up of the Soft Coal In-
terests. '

By Exclusive Wire from The Associated Press,

Wilkes-Barre, June 25.—Interest at
strike headquarters today was centered
In two delegations of soft coal operators
and mine workers from the west. One
delegation consisted of operalors and
miners from Michigan and the olher
was made up exclusively of union offi-
clals from Ohio. ‘The Michigan party
arrived in the morning and held an all-
duy conference with President Mlitchell
over a new wage scule, Those in the
party were T. W. Davin, coal opera-
tors’ commissloner for the state of
Michigan: R, M. Randoll, representing
the Saglnaw operators; C. 8. Ruttle,
representing the Bay City operators: W,
I, Willlams, president of tire Michigan
district of the United Mine Workers,
and Edmund Richardg, a miner, The
agreement between the Michigan opera-
tors and employes ran out In April, and
the two parties have been trying ever
gince to agree on a new scale. Falling
In this committees were appointed by
each for the purpose of placing the
inatter before President Pitchell. It Is
understood considerable progress Was
made today and It is expected a satis-
factory scale will be agreed upon to-
morrow. The operators are particu-
larly anxious to have the matter set-
tled before the gpecial natlonal conven-
tion meeis on July 17, About 2300 men
are affected,

There was much speculation over the
niature of the visit of the Ohio delega-
tion which {8 composed of W, H, Has-
king, president of District No. 6, of the
mine workers, which takes in the whole
state of Ohio; vice-president, D. H, Bul-
livan and Secretary G. W. Suvage. The
Ohlo men were extremely reticent, and
no Information regarding the feeling of
the men In thelr district as to what at-
titude the Buckeye miners will assume
In the Indlanapolis convention could be
had, Presldent Haskins sild there was
no dissatisfaction among the Ohio min-
ers, which strengthened the bellef that
they came here solely to confer with
President Mitehell over the attempt of
the anthracite miners to involve the
soft coul diggers In the Pennsylvaniuy
strike. Some of the Ohlo soft voal is
coming into the anthractte market and
it is not unlikely that some step will
be taken to stop thie or to curtall the
output to help the strikers in thia state,
While no officinl information can be
had, it is understood the Ohio miners
as i body are opposed to'a general
strike,

Meeting at Nanticoke,.

There wis & ineeting  of enginecrs,
firemen, pump runners und machinists
at Noanticoke today, to attempt to bring
out the men who returned to work at
the Susquehanna Coal company's cols
lieries  yesterday. Itesolutions  wora
adopted which set forth that “through
trickery, deceit and generial misrepre-
gentation, & few of the workers of tha
eraft huve been [nduced Lo return to
work by traltorous assocliates who de-
lMberately lied to them, and that the
number of men who returned to work
wis not us great as frst reported.”
The men present again declded to stay
on stelke until the diffieulty 18 settled,
